lia. but he died on the way.

Claud# G. Bowers of New York, the 
temporary chairman at the Houston 
convention deliverod the notification 
address as chairman of the notifica­

The ceremoniee took 
place at the Arlington Hotel before 
one of the largest gatherings in the 
hiatory of Arkansas 
The uominee made a plea for a 
frank discussion of all the issues of 
the 
campaign 
without 
bitterness. 
Public attention ha? been concentra 
ted on political affairs to a degree of 
Intensity 
never 
before 
known, 
he 
aaid. 
In thia campaign, he said, vot­ 
ers ere interested not only In the 
Issues, but in the personal character 
istlcs of the candidates. 
“ The preliminary events of the con 
test indicate that in order to avoid 
bitterness, the leaders on both sides

"W hile the necesilfy for Govern­ 
ment ships continues, and until they 
can be transferred under satisfactory 
conditions for private operation, the 
service should be kept efficient and 
should be Improved to meet competi­ 
tion with foreign lines and to provide 
for the expansion of our commerce.” 
He said the Democratic party recog­ 
nizes that an adequate merchant ma­ 
rine is essentia! to the safety of the 
nation and the independence of its 
commerce. 
However, he said. Demo­ 
crats have never advocated as a per­ 
manent policy Government ownership 
and operation ef shipping. 
The party 
has 
refused 
to

“ reckless 
sacrifice and favoritism in the sale of 
vessels.” he declared. 
The platform makers of the Re 
publicau 
party recognized that the 
corruption at Washington was a ma 
Jor issue of this campaign in their 
effort to anticipate the declaration on 
the subject by the Democratic party, 
Senator Robinson said. 
"W hile rare cases of fraud may be 
regarded as unavoidable in any busi­ 
ness comparable in volume to that of 
the United States, it becomes a mat­ 
ter of general political concern when 
the party in power proves so derelict 
as to fail to prevent shocking and re­ 
peated departures from standards of 
common honesty in the transaction of 
the public business,” asserted Senator 
Robinson. 


If the principle enunciated In the 
Republican platform had been applied 
by the Republican administration it 
would hav* been unnecessary for the 
Senate to advise the discharge of an 
Attorney General 
who had flagrantly 
disregarded the obligations of his of­

In this campaign, he said, vot­ 
ers are Interested not only in the 
Issues, but in the personal character 
latic* of the candidates 
“The preliminary events of the con 
test indicate that in order to avoid 
bitterness, the leaders on both sides 
must display a sense of Justice and

“In this way. and In no other,

The epokesman of a party has a 
duty to tell the wtjole truth, he added, 
but “he proves h i m s e l f unworthy if

M en hant* or groups of farm ers will 
only have to furnish

walls or whatever they consider ne­ 
cessary to prevent washing or w ast­ 
ing of the material. 
The Limestone

signment ba^is to some responsible 
party at the various places designat­ 
ed. ami this person to weigh out the 
limestone in w hatever lots so desired 
by farmers.
